We ascend the till by stone steps ; passing 
a large nionastery (ssbich. is well worth 
visiting, but so like atl other buildings of 
the sort in Chita, that itis not’ worth 
describing) we follow a .road which . is 
prettily shaded by various trees, and which 
becomes more.and more rugged; we are 
now among boulders (not boulders in the 
geologival sense of the word). a quattzose 
porphyry, and various paths, partly formed 
by nature and partly by man (though here 
mau’s work is in a pleasing state of dilapi- 
dation and decay) bring ws to the highest 
point of Pak-wan-tung, . which. after all is 
riot more than three or four hundred feet 
above the level of the river. Pak-wan-tung 
is simply the foot of a precipitous face of the 
hill, an enlarged ‘continuation of a small 
Tavine ;.massex of rock have fallen in ages 
past, and now contest the passage of a sinail 
stream of water which falls down the pre- 
cipice’; mau has taken .advautage of these 
circumstances, aud built pavilions in ad- 
vantageous ‘situations. - There is always a.

William Thompson, of king-making cele- 

brity; appears in a new character this week, 

as the supporter of European law in his 

district, and as engaged in leasing his land 

to European settlers whose energy and* 
capital will, it cannot be doubted, soon 

render the hitherto almost tseless plains of 

the central districts of this island sources 

of wealth both to themselves and the colony 
at large. It appears that the’ claim of 
Thompson to part of the run he wished to 
lease .was disputed by another chief, and it 
is a cheering indication for the future that 
all parties concerned seem to have been’ 
quite ready to appeal to a European tri-- 
bunal to settle the question. The decision 
was\against Thompson so far as part of the 
land was concerned, and that chief appears 
to have acquiested in the decision with a 
frankness which does him no small credit. 

The system of leasing large blocks of native 
land to. wealthy Europeans, is one caleu- 
lated, as things now stand, to lead to many 
very useful and advantageous results, and 
it is very sincerely to be hoped that the 
practice thus begun may be widely imitated, 
sO as to give natives lately in rebellion a 
direct interest in future in the maintenance 
of order and peace in this district. 

Sir Goerge Grey is reported to have gone 
inland to Rotorua, but there is no clear 
information to be-had as to his purpose in 
taking the journey. The country through 
which he would have to pass would be prin- 
cipally,; no doubt, that of the loyal Arawa 
tribe, and therefore it is improbable that 
he would run auy risk by making such a 
journey. oy 
The arrival of the first detachment of 
exiled rebels at the Chatham Islands is re- 
ported, aud there seems no reason to waste 
any pity upon -them, as they have gota 
better location than’ their behaviour here at 
all deserved. The islands, as was pointed 
out at the begiuning of the war, have very 
aany advantages to offer for a native po- 
pulation. ‘The climate is good, and the 
soil excellent. All manner of European 
grains, &c., grow readily, and even with 
tuxuriance. Above all, the islands ‘grow 
no timber trees; there is no chance of the 
rebels once taken there finding their way 
back again to New Zealand to make further 
mischief, The available space at these 
islands is extensive, and would readily sup- 
port a population little inferior to that of.

THE PRESENT AND FUTURE OF 
HANKOW. ° 
(From the “ Hankow Times,” May 26,) 
What the expectations of the future 
greatness of Hankow were in the year of 
grace 1861 may ‘best be measured by the 
enormous quantity of ground. bought soon 
after the opening of the port by foreigners 
who, apparently not being able to deter- 
mine in what direction the golden tide 
~ would set, fought it best.to be prepared 
on all sides, and at.once collecting all their 
forces began to buy right aud left. Tn Han- 
‘yang, down tothe stone bridge, in the 
British concession, and. all over the Chinese 
town not. piece of land was offered in vain 
Temple sites, gardens, fields and fish ponds 
were all bought to the great satisfaction of 
the, buyer and seller, until there was no 
more left and ‘a9 at last the plague was 
stayed. One sanguine speculator even went 
so far ag to obtain from the |mandarins 
rental of the one available h ill about six 
miles distaut, an idea ag. splgndid as it 
proved illysory to the originator and bene- 
ficial to the eonmunity at large. However 
- after all these preparations had been made, 
neither the foreigners or Chinese, who were 
to take advantage of them, and whose ab- 
gency interfered decidedly with the’ ulti- 
mate success of the plan, appeared. ‘To some 
proprietors indeed the delay in the appear- 
ance of {these characters on the sesne is 
particularly haragsing as, while the more 
fortunate gan at all events comfort them- 
selves with the idea that the property is on 
the spot and ready for sny offer that may 
present jtself, some, less happy, are obliged 
to sea the river mouth by month and year 
-by year swallowing great portions of their 
Jind ‘and causing them well founded anxiety 


as to whether it will not have t 
peared before any use can be found for it. 
Tn fact it is almost impossible to help 
seeing now that perhaps more. ground has 
been bought than will be required at ail 
events for some years to come, and yet the 
idea that the demand would more than 
equal the supply was so univeral that gene- 
tals, merchants, priests, consuls, dectors,, 
bankers, men with money aud men without 
all rushed to own at least one piece of lan 
in the new Eldorado. * a 
We do uot think however that the hopes 
were built on a foundation altegether false, 
or that even now laudewnors, except per- 
haps of the very distant sites, need give up 
all hope of seeing the land occupied. That | 
the idea was ridden to death and that the 
enormous profits; made at Shanghae, or 
anything approaching them, must be eutire- 
ly forgétten we are of course convinced, but 
alill when it-is ‘remembered how young 
forsign trade at Hunkow is, what a series of 
inischances it has had to struggle agaiust, 
the American war, a year for two of most 
disastrous lasses-in tea, a universal commer- 
cial crisis, &e dsc, and yet how steadily it 
has continued to increase : when all these 
are remembered and the internal signs of a 
former prosperity, still so plainly disceru- 
ible and confirming the traditionary ac- 
counts of the wealth and prosperity of 
Hankow, are taken into consideration, it is 
not too much to prophecy that a few years 
of quietness and of average prosperity will 
effect a change of which few would uow dare 
to dream of and transform the foreign quar- 
ter beyond all recognition. If it is thought 
too much to insist that such a time will 
come, au opinion we do not share, it is sure- 
ly too early to assert-the reverse and to 
predict nothing but the most mediocre 
result for the famed town of Hankow. 
Any. person who was acquainted with 
the Chinese town some three years ago 
would be surprised beyond measure to see 
how the large open tracts of ground that 
were found every Where, without ‘any sign 
that houses jhad bee but. by some huge 
granite doorway pillars too solid to be de- 
stroyed, are now covered with houses of all 
descriptions or rapidly being brought into 
use. ‘hero it is, that building began first 
and naturally, until these gaps are closed 
uy, there it is ‘that the prosperity of Han- 
kow will continue to give the greatest sigus 
of axisteuce. Fromsome incomprehensible 
reasouiug some people seem to think that 
we have only to settle. ourselves in any 
locality and the Chinese will instantly flock 
to us, whereas it is much more natural that 
the owners of land should build again on 
their. own ruined sites, that purchasers 
shuld buy rather of the Chinese, who are 
content with a moderate profit, than of the 
foreigner who, bought dearly and expects a 
handsome profit'in addition ; more natural 
thut,:until our numbers are so great that 
our quarter becomes a town, the Chinese 
should prefer the city where, he is among 
his friends, his business and all the appliau- 
ces of his civilization than that he should 
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give up the trade. This complaint eertain- 
ly looks serious, and we cannot think that 
the Messageries Imperiales will remain si- 
lent ander the imputation of thus turning 
its powers against the merchants and ma- 
nufactures of France.

‘The extent however of the 
interest’ of the Trastees of the Deed of May

Whether I have a jurisdiction however as 
between the Trustees of any Deed) other 
than that of the 25th of May 1805,. or be- 
iween other persons aud the Bank of India, 
is a matter J teed not decide in this’ case 5 
but it svems to me’ clear that unless the 
Bank: of India was a creditor of Duncan 
Fletcher, or appeared to and submitted to 
the jursdiction of this Court, I could not 
exercise any power over it.

It will perhaps be‘as well that I should 
state more fully why it appears to_me -that 
Lhave no jurisdiction under the Bankrupt 
‘Act, to decide upon any other rights to this 
property than those of the Trustees of the 
Deed of May 1865. . The application ‘states 
that it is made under_the’ provisions of the 
197th Section of the Bankruptcy Act 1861 
and that the parties claiming, the declaration 
are the Trustees, of the Estate aud effects 
of Dunean Fletcher, the creditors of the 
firin’of. Fletcher & Co. as constituted: atthe 
time of the purchase of the several proper- 
ties, the creditors of the firm of Fletcher & 
Co. as constituted at the time of its dissolu- 
tion, and the Trustees under the assignment 
of the 25th of May 1865 as assignees: of the 
separate Estate of Azchibald Campbell. 
Now the 197th Section of the Bankruptcy 
‘Act only gives jurisdiction to the Oourt in 
matters relating to the Estate. of a Debtor 
who. has by Deed undet the provisions: of 
the Bankruptcy Act 1861 relating to ‘Trust 
Deeds, conveyed his estate to Trustees for 
the benefit of creditors, and even then only 
then-such Deed has been duly registered. 
by «luly registered I must hold to mean, 
registered inthe Court where the appli- 
cation is made—where the estate—or ;the 
portion intended to bé affected by it is, and 
where the creditor is also. No other. Deed 
is registered in the court except that of the 
25th of May 1865, and the same remarks 
upply witlyéven greater force to persons in 
the positipn of assignees or creditors of other. 
estates; for the 12th Section of ‘the Bank- 
rupt Act lof 1849, which gives jurisdiction 
to the Bankruptey Court in all matters’ be- 
tween assignees ‘and creditors and ‘other 
persons, clearly refers to the, assignees and 
the ereditors of the estate which is. being 
administered in the Bankruptcy Court 
before which the application is made, and 
none of the estates to which allusion is made 
in the ‘application . before. me, - are. in this 
Court or within its jurisdiction. 

The object of the 197th Section was, I 
imagine, to place Trustees under Deeds. for 
the benefit of creditors in the same position, 
and to give the the same facilities .of easy 
application to the Court of Bankruptcy, as 
assignees had under the 12th section of the 
Buikruptcy Act of 1849. Except: for ‘this 
section, the Debtor not. being a Bankrupt, 
the ‘Trustees of such Deeds would have no 
right to apply, to. a Court ‘of Baukrupicy. 
Now if the assignees of an estate which was 
being administered in the Loudon Court of 
Bankruptcy would not -be able to come 
before this Court sitting in Bankruptcy for 
the purpose of having sume. matter in’ dis- 
pute with a creditor resident here adjudicat- 
ed on but would be left to their remedy’ at 
law.or in. equity, itis difficult to understand 
why Trustees should have the right to come 
and claim ‘its intervention under the 197th 
Section. Iam quite clear in my own mind 
that assignees have no right to claim the 
assistance of a-Court sitting in Bankruptey 
—other than that from which they depend, 
nor could 6 Court so sitting claim juris- 
diction over other perdons ; and therefore, 
to enable Trusteos to avail themselves of 
the summary jurisdiction of this Court sit- 
ting in Bankruptcy under the 197th section, 
they must bring themselves within At by 
registeriig the Deed under which they 
derive title to the estate and effects of tha 
Debtor... I imagine then. those sections of 
the ‘Bankrupt Act which provide the Ma- 
chinery of which a’ Bankrupt in an Indian 
or Colonial Court of Bankruptcy may be’ 
adjudicated a Bankrupt in England, would 
have been wholly unnecessary if Indian, 
Colonial and English Bankruptcy Courts 
were so auxiliary to each other as that. the 
assignees -appointed .by one Court- could, 
when it suited them, avail themselves quoad. 
their Bankrupt estate and ‘quoad all ques- 
tions. with Creditors and third persons of 
the juriadiction of all the -other Courts. 
One adjudication would suffice if in any 
Court of Bankruptcy anywhere, assignees 
‘might appear and claim the exercise of its 
jurisdiction as if they held their appoint- 
ments under them. The very fact thot an 
adjudication is necessary to give a Court of 
Bankruptcy jurisdiction, rebuts the idea
